Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 22 is allowed. 

Claims 1-21 and 23-37 are canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the cited prior arts, either singularly or in combination, teach or fairly suggest obtaining 
a number of color pixels corresponding to each dominant color and a coherence value 
corresponding to each dominant color; multiplying the coherence value by a value corresponding 
to the number of color pixels with respect to each dominant color, adding the multiplied values 
with respect to all of the region dominant colors; and dividing the thusly added multiplied values 
by a region size and extracting a confidence value descriptive of dominant colors in the image 
region, as recited in independent claim 22.
